Green chief is suspended 
after verbal abuse claim

A SENIOR council director has been 
suspended for allegedly verbally 
abusing a councillor from a 
neighbouring authority. 

Colin Chick, the corporate director 
for environment and regeneration at 
Luton Borough Council, is said to 
have ‘laid into’ the councillor during 
the Municipal Journal Awards in 
London on June 18. 

When questioned, the authority 
said it did not ‘discuss staffing 
matters’. 

A council insider told Luton on 


Sunday staff have been told Mr 
Chick is on ‘special leave’. 

Mr Chick was absent from 
Thursday’s official opening of the 
£30 million Ml JlOa scheme, a pro¬ 
ject he was deeply involved in. 

At the event, Trevor JJolden, the 
council’s chief executive, told this 
newspaper: “Colin drove this 
scheme and it’s a disappointment 
that he’s not with us. But absolutely, 
he should be really pleased in a 
scheme that’s been well delivered.” 

When asked to comment on reports 
of the alleged verbal abuse, he said: 
“I hear lots of things as the day goes 
on and in the same way I wouldn’t 


want anyone to comment on my 
personal circumstances, I wouldn’t 
want anyone to comment on some¬ 
body else’s.” 

The council insider added: “I was 
not at the event so I can’t say what 
happened exactly, but I know a 
number of staff have been inter¬ 
viewed about what took place. 

“I was told he laid into a councillor 
at the Municipal Journal awards on 
June 18, and this prompted [the sus¬ 
pension]. The awards take place in a 
big posh London hotel; there were a 
lot of officers there. 

“The story is he has been placed on 
‘special leave’ but most people at the 


council now know he has been sus¬ 
pended. You will notice that Colin 
was not at the opening of Junction 
10a, but he is the kind of man who 
would have wanted to be there come 
hell or high water. 

“He will probably be upset that 
people feel this is overlooking the 
good work he has done, and I’m not 
denying he has done some good 
work for Luton, but a few people may 
see this as a kind of comeuppance; 
it’s not the first time he has lost it at 
someone.” 

Mr Chick is one of the council’s 
longest-serving directors. A senior 
Luton councillor, who was unaware 


of the news, said Mr Chick was a 
‘passionate’ person who could ‘rile 
people up’. 

The councillor added: “The thing 
about Colin is that he is passionate 
about his portfolio and the town and 
now and then he probably riles up 
some people, but he is passionate. 

“I have to give him credit that 
whilst others have used Luton as a 
stepping stone he has taken it 
through one boom and one bust and 
he is still here. We all make mistakes 
and I hope it all gets sorted.” 

Luton on Sunday tried to contact 
Mr Chick but did not receive a 
response in time for our deadline.

Residents set to lose 
police 999 call centre

EMERGENCY police call centres 
are to close by 2017 as part of 
plans to merge Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Hertford¬ 
shire forces. 

Bedfordshire will lose its sole 
force control room, based in 
Kempston, which acts as a first 
contact for both 101 and 999 
calls. The Kempston centre is 
expected to shut down by March 
2017 and public calls will instead 
be diverted to Hinchingbrooke 
in Cambridgeshire and Welwyn 
Garden City in Hertfordshire. 

Proposals to combine police 
public contact services were 
finalised at a meeting of police 
and crime commissioners and 
chief constables last Thursday. 

The three forces are expected 


to save £4 million by combining 
their force control rooms, which 
not only deploy officers to emer¬ 
gency calls but also record crime 
and antisocial behaviour. 

Police and Crime ^ 
Commissioner Oily 
Martins said: “Our A 
financial circum- A 
stances mean that we 
have to take some 
really tough decisions 
about how to make 
savings, protect our 
frontline and invest in 
service transformation ^ 
through new technology, all 
at the same time. 

“I am convinced our three 
police forces working together is 
the answer to this conundrum 
when it comes to the best future 
for our control rooms, and look¬ 
ing at what we have achieved, 


combining functions such as 
forensics, major crimes, roads 
policing, and armed response 
gives me considerable confi¬ 
dence in this conclusion.” 

The proposals will be 
phased in gradually 
k over the next two 
^ years and subject to 
a staff consultation, 
due to take place 
over the coming 
months.

Armed police conduct terror raid 


TWO men who were arrested during an 
armed raid on Tuesday remain in cus¬ 
tody as part of a terror crackdown. 

The pair were arrested as part of an 
ongoing anti-terror operation at 
separate residential addresses in Luton 
in the early hours of Tuesday afternoon. 

One of the men is in his 20s and the 
other in his 30s. 

A third man from Letchworth, who is 
in his 30s, Hertfordshire, was also 


arrested as part of the operation at a 
business address. 

He also remains in custody. 

Both addresses were searched as 
part of the investigation. 

The operation was carried out by 
officers from the UK’s national counter 
terrorism network, led by the 
Metroplitan Police’s Counter Terrorism

No shots were fired during the arrest. 

All three have been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of being involved in the commis¬ 
sion, preparation or instigation of acts 
of terrorism.

A TOTAL of £6m in housing 
benefit has been overpaid by 
Luton Borough Council. 

A combination of payments 
made in error and fraudulent 
claims has led to the deficit, 
which was revealed at an 
Overview and Scrutiny Board 
Meeting on Tuesday evening. 

Cllr David Franks said: “It is 
absolutely outrageous that 
the council has been forced 
to admit that in the current 
financial year it expects to be 
unable to recover almost £6m 
which has been wrongly paid 
to housing benefit claimants 
who were not entitled to it. 

“I can understand that from 


time to time someone might 
be paid too much or paid out 
on a fraudulent claim, but it is 
all taxpayers’ money and we 
are entitled to expect that as 
soon as they find out the 
council would immediately 
take whatever steps 
are necessary to 
claim the money 
back.” 

The board rec¬ 
ommended to the 
council’s execu¬ 
tive that the sum 
of money which 
can be written off 
was reduced from £20k 
to £10k. There was one 
instance where somebody 
had been overpaid £27k, but 
the council were powerless to 
take any action, as the statute 



imposed time limit had 
already passed. 

Cllr Franks added: “The 
Labour council leaders need 
to explain why Luton resi¬ 
dents should put up with our 
streets getting dirtier, 
libraries closing and 
council tax increas¬ 
ing whilst they 
throw away £6m 
of our money 
which they should 
be claiming back.” 
When Luton on 
Sunday contacted 
Cllr Fiona Green, a 
Labour Party member 
of the Overview and Scrutiny 
Board who was also present 
at the meeting, she declined 
to comment on the matter 
that Cllr Franks had raised.

A JEWELLER rewarded for 
fighting off an armed robber 
has spoken of his ‘heart¬ 
break' at losing £12,000 
worth of goods during a 
break-in. 

Derek Tatham, who owns 
Tatham Jewellers in High 
Town Road, said burglars 
smashed their way into his 
shop through the rear 
entrance and left the place 
looking like a ‘disaster zone’. 

In 2013 a judge awarded Mr 
Tatham £250 for successfully 
fighting off a drug addict 
who threatened to shoot him 
during a botched robbery at 
his store. 

Following the recent 
burglary, Bedfordshire Police 
said one of their dogs has 
recovered some of the items. 

Investigating officer, PC 
Samantha Toombs, said the 
force was ‘committed to 
finding those responsible for 
this extremely distressing 
crime’.

“It was a surprise when the

The jeweller said he had 
suffered other burglaries in

Man is guilty of 
killing daughter

A FATHER was found guilty 
of the manslaughter of his 
nine week old baby daugh¬ 
ter on Tuesday. 

Adam Stokes, of Runfold, 
Luton, had violently shaken 
his daughter Scarlett, caus¬ 
ing massive brain injuries. 

Trial judge at Luton Crown 
Court, Mrs Justice 
McGowan, requested pre¬ 
sentence reports from the 
probation service, which 


will conduct an interview 
with 33-year-old Stokes in 
prison. 

It was in January 2013 
when his daughter Scarlett 
collapsed at their eighth 
floor flat in Luton having 
stopped breathing and suf¬ 
fered a cardiac arrest. 

Scarlett was rushed to the 
Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital and transferred the 
same day to Great Ormond 
Street Hospital in London. 

She never regained con¬ 
sciousness and died there 10 


days later when the life sup¬ 
port was withdrawn. 

Throughout the trial the 
prosecution said the father 
was responsible for the 
appalling injuries she suf¬ 
fered by shaking her with 
“excessive force,” which 
caused her brain injuries. 

Stokes, who had pleaded 
not guilty to the charge, was 
remanded in custody ahead 
of sentencing on August 11, 
with the judge telling him 
that a prison sentence was 
inevitable.

Attempted murder charge

A MAN has been charged with attempted murder 
after an incident at a children's centre last 
Sunday. 

Police were called after reports of a disturbance 
at a property in Rothesay Road, during which a 
man and a woman suffered injuries. Armed police 
carried out a manhunt to look for the suspect. 

Fatmir Mula, 44, of Lowe Avenue, Newham, was 
arrested on Monday and was charged with two 
counts of attempted murder and possession of a 
bladed article. 

He appeared at Luton magistrates court on 
Wednesday and was remanded in custody.

Head doubles up in 
‘stretched’ school

THE headteacher of a school 
facing financial difficulties 
is have to double up as a 
part-time science teacher 
because of staff shortages. 

Putteridge High School, on 
Putteridge Road, is said to be 
lacking up-to-date equip¬ 
ment and is unable to run 
some subjects according to a 
council report. 

The document, discussed at 


the Luton Schools Forum 
meeting on Wednesday, 
states that secondary schools 
in the town need to find 2,400 
places across Years 7-11 
between now and 2020 to 
meet the projected demand. 

Putteridge has seen a grad¬ 
ual reduction in pupil num¬ 
bers from 1,055 in January 
2007 to 589 in October. 

This has left the school, 
which had a £200,000 deficit 
in 2009, unable to set a budg¬ 
et with surplus until the 
2018/19 financial year. 


It also lost 25 teachers and 
15 support staff between 
2009-2014 because of a 
‘phased restructuring’. 

Teachers still at the school 
are also having to take on 
multiple responsibilities. 

Following the meeting, a 
council spokeswoman said 
the school had secured addi¬ 
tional funding from the gov¬ 
ernment’s Dedicated Schools 
Grant and was now in ‘a posi¬ 
tive position to move forward 
and address the issues high¬ 
lighted in the report’.

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College told cash will 
come with students

MORE funding will be given to a college if it 
is able to increase the number of students 
attending, a minister has said. 

Central Bedfordshire College has had its 
funding for the 2015/16 academic year cut 
after it recruited fewer students in 2014/15 
compared to the previous year. 

In a letter to South West Bedfordshire MP 
Andrew Selous, who had raised concerns 
about the cuts, Skills Minister Nick Boles, MP, 
said the college could not be treated ‘very dif¬ 
ferently’ to other institutions. 

Central Bedfordshire has been consulting 
staff on potential redundancies and Luton on 
Sunday understands a number of lecturers 
have already left. 

Some students also face having to continue 
the next year of their courses elsewhere 
because they have also been scrapped. 

According to the letter, the college made two 
attempts to have its funding reviewed. 

In one of its pleas, it asked the government 
to consider the effect its £15 million redevel¬ 
opment had on its recruitment ability. 

A teacher, who has left the college and wish¬ 
es to remain anonymous said: “It’s a real 
shame, but we have all sort of got over it and a 
few of my colleagues have secured them¬ 
selves some amazing jobs. 

“It’s a real shame for the students on the 
second year courses. The college has been 
great and supportive to everyone leaving but 
it’s been a horrible process in that respect.” 


Right up your street 

Young lad went 
from hat factory 
to town mayor 

THIS week, Howard Chandler looks at the 
street named after a prominent resident 


ABOUT 100 people have been Luton Mayor but 
few have had a road named after them. 

In 2004, the new relief road beside the rail¬ 
way line linking the Old and New Bedford 
Roads was given the name Hucklesby Way. 

It was named after Asher J Hucklesby, the 
son of a Stopsley grocer who left school to 
work in a hat factory at the age of 13. 

Before he was 30 he started his own hat 
business and it grew to become one of the 
largest in the town. He later became a council¬ 
lor and was elected mayor five times. 

In 1904 the council was dithering over the 
purchase of the privately-owned Bramingham 
Shot house and estate. Hucklesby, with anoth¬ 
er councillor, bought it for £16,500. 

The pair later sold it to the council for the 
same amount and Luton has benefited from 
the green space of Wardown Park ever since. 

In 1908 Hucklesby died at his residence, 
Leaside House (now the Leaside Hotel) and 
was buried in Rothesay Road cemetery after 
the largest funeral seen in Luton.

OVER the last two years 
Luton has been clamping 
down on prostitution, with 
High Town a particular 
focus for a five-year plan to 
eradicate the on-street sex 
trade. 

At a meeting of Luton 
Borough Council’s Overview 
and Scrutiny Board on 
Tuesday, the council’s spe¬ 
cialist on public health and 
alcohol, Ian Houghton, 
spoke of strides forward in 
the rehabilitation of sex 
workers in Luton and the 
success of helping break the 
‘cycle of coercion’ - one of 
the most common reasons 
why women stay in this line 
of work. 

The strategy is a joint effort 
between council and police. 

But residents feel that very 
little progress has been 
made. 

Shahzad Khadam, who is 
part of a campaign calling 
for action to tackle the prob¬ 
lem, feels that any improve¬ 
ments have been almost 
unnoticeable. 

He said: “The report says 
there has been progress, but 
they’re not out there on the 
streets. 

“Residents feel threatened 
and embarrassed by it, the 
strategy has been a waste of 






time and a waste of money.” 

Eighty-seven-year-old 
Beryl Wallbank, who has 
lived in Luton for all of her 
life and called High Town 
her home for 24 years, ech¬ 
oed Mr Khadam’s views. She 
said: “The girls are still out 
there, it’s just not very nice. 

“What they must have to go 
through makes my skin 


crawl. It’s still the same as it 
was before as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned. 

“When I come home at 
around 10pm they’re already 
out there.” 

Many residents agree that 
there have been spates of 
progress, only for things to 
revert back to how they were 
before the adoption of the

strategy. Mr Khadam added: 
“There has been definite 
improvement in the day¬ 
time, but for the most part 
when it’s dark there has 
been no real noticeable 
improvement. 

“To me it seems to have 
been brushed under the 
carpet by the police and 
council. 


“All I’ve really seen is them 
say something to appease 
residents, accompanied with 
short-term improvement, 
only for it to go back to how 
it was shortly after.” 

Mr Houghton said: “There 
have been a number of 
successess, including 
helping 15 women out of the 
sex trade. 


“Incidents in terms of kerb 
crawlers are down by more 
than a third and I’ve heard 
from some residents in High 
Town that they have noticed 
a decrease in sex workers.” 

Speaking at the meeting, 
he emphasised this is still 
an ongoing and challenging 
process. 

On what the endgame for 
the strategy is, he said: “By 
the end of the five years we 
want to have eradicated the 
on-street sex trade. 

“We want Luton to be an 
area where this doesn’t 
happen and moreover for 
Luton not to be associated 
with it.” 

Does he really think this is 
achievable? 

“It’s a huge challenge,” he 
said, “and there is a massive 
criminal element in the 
background supporting it. 

“We’ve made great pro¬ 
gress and we’re confident 
there will be more.” 

Summing up his views on 
the strategy, Mr Khadam 
said: “The aim of the five 
year plan was to see the 
eradication of the on-street 
sex trade in Luton within 
that time. 

“I think at the current rate 
of progress we’d be fortunate 
if it happened in 50 years.”

FEW authors have produced 
literature as distinctive as that of 
Sir Terry Pratchett. 

The fantasy author and creator of 
the Discworld series died earlier 
this year but he did so 
leaving behind a literary 
legacy. 

Part of that is due to the 
work done by illustrator 
Paul Kidby, responsible for 
the Discworld series since 
2002. 

For the next three 
months, visitors to 
Wardown Park Museum 
will have the opportunity 
to view a selection of his 
work for Sir Terry and 
personal projects, includ¬ 
ing the recently published 
book of faerie and folklore 
art, The Charmed Realm. 

What is the thinking behind it? 

Paul said: “We did an exhibition 
in Bournemouth that ran for six 
months. It’s nice to have it there for 
that length of time and give it time 
to ripple out there to people 
because sometimes we get people 
contact us to say that they missed 
it. It’s giving as many people as pos¬ 
sible a chance to come and see it.” 

When Paul started off he was 
designing packaging for items such 
as computer games, coffee, lighting 
and anything that could ‘pay the 
bills’. 

How has his career developed 


since working with Sir Terry? 

“It was lovely to get the chance to 
work with Terry Pratchett and crea¬ 
tively that’s the top because you get 
to visualise what he was writing. 

“When I first started working with 
him he had another artist called 
Josh Kirby who was doing covers. 

“I actually queued up for a book 
signing for Terry and showed him 
some of the characters I had drawn 
and he later phoned me and said it 
was the closest drawing he had ever 
seen and from then 
on we started work¬ 
ing together.” 

Paul said doing the 
book covers took 
him ‘four to six 
weeks’ as he had to 
get approval from 
publishers in the 
early stage before 
working on the final 
product and making 
the colours ‘sing’. 

He added: 

“Working with Terry 
was a fantastic 
opportunity 
because you are get¬ 
ting to a large audience. I think the 
diversity of Terry’s writing is nice 
and most of the characters are not 
what you think they would be, so 
you have to try to depict them in 
the way that people see them.” 

What can people expect from the 
exhibition? 

He said: “I know myself when I go 
to see exhibitions it’s always lovely 
to see the original picture, so I’m 
hoping that for people who have 
Terry’s work, it’s a chance to come 
and see the painting and interact 
with it in a different way.”

WREST PARK AT WAR 

Wrest Park, Silsoe

DO you have a family history connection to 
Bedfordshire country house Wrest Park? 

Perhaps your grandfather was numbered 
among the 1,600 soldiers who were treated 
at the manor house during its days as a First 
World War temporary hospital.

Land Rover reckons that this Dis¬ 
covery Sport is the most versatile 
premium compact SUV cur¬ 
rently on sale - and it’s a credible 
claim. This is, after all, the only 
prestigiously-badged car in this 
segment that can seat seven. It’s 
also smart, practical, safe - and 
rugged enough to go a lot further 
than its rivals off 
the beaten track. Plus a 
state-of-the-art range of 
‘Ingenium’ 2.0 TD4 diesel 
engines offer class-leading power 
and efficiency. It all means that 
there’s nothing else quite like 
this car. 

The engines are Land Rover’s 
advanced 2.0-litre four cylinder 
Ingenium TD4 units, shared with 
the Range Rover Evoque and 
designed to deliver improved 
efficiency, along with class-leading 
torque and power. The most 
affordable TD4 unit in the range 
comes with 150PS and 350Nm 
of torque, but it’s only offered 
with this car in five-seat form. 
Here, 62mph from rest occupies 
I I s on the way to I 12mph. 

Most though, will want the 
180PS variant which comes 
only with the seven-seat layout 
and delivers a much lustier 
430Nm of torque. Here, there’s 
a maximum speed of I 17mph, 


while 62mph from rest takes 
9.4s, though you can reduce this 
figure by a second if you take up 
the option of the slick nine-speed 
ZF auto gearbox many owners 
will want. More importantly, this 
variant has enough pulling power 
to permit a towing capability of 
up to 2,500kgs when the optional 
Tow Pack is fitted. 

Even if you’d never seen a 
picture of the Discovery Sport, 
you could probably generate 
a reasonably accurate mental 
sketch of it were you to imagine 
crossing a Range Rover with a 
five-door Evoque. It’s a really 
handsome piece of design work 
that instantly makes even a 
good-looking rival like the Volvo 
V60 look old. It also serves to 
make the conservative Audi Q5 
look positively lumpy. 

Once again, Land Rover has 
looked at a market that many 
thought was packed to bursting 
point and spotted a significant 
gap, into which it’s parked the 
Discovery Sport. What other car 
of this kind can seat seven, set off 
in the Serengeti and slot right in 
as easily in Sloane Square as it will 
in the tightest multi-storey 
carpark space? No other pre¬ 
mium compact SUV can do all 
this.

THERE were no goals but Luton target Craig 
Mackail-Smith was a class apart against 
Hitchin with a full display - bar finding the 
net - of the talents Town hope to secure.

Centre back Franks was put on 
the transfer list this summer and 
could now line up against the 
Hatters next season after signing 
on at Stevenage. 


Still also eluded to a departure 
for Matt Robinson. 

The midfielder - who played a 
pre-season match for Dagenham 
last week, along with Alex Lacey - 
travelled with Town to Boreham 
Wood but did not feature. 

“There are some outgoings,” Still 
said, adding: “I’m always very 
respectful for players that have 
done well for this football club. 

“It’s the only way to be. I think 
it’s important that you treat peo¬ 
ple with that respect. 

“If you feel they’re not quite what 
you want at that time, you look 
back on what they have done, be it 
Fraser or Matt Robinson. 

“These people helped us get into 
the Football League and we must 
treat them respectfully, if we feel 
that it’s time for them to move on, 
we need to help them and encour¬ 


age them to do the right things, 
without putting them under too 
much pressure. 

“We’ve made them available. If 
nothing comes along that they 
want, that’s fine. On the other 
hand, we have to move in the 
direction we think [best]. 

“It’s always difficult when you 
have players that have done well 
for you and that you like, but busi¬ 
ness is business. 

“As long as we treat them right, 
that’s what we’ll do.” 

The club have already taken a 
£100,000 loss on midfielder Andy 
Drury, who signed for the six fig¬ 
ure sum from Crawley Town last 
summer but rarely justified that 
fee in his second spell at 
Kenilworth Road. 

He has now moved on to National 
League side Eastleigh.

be. He’s a senior pro, so someone like 
him would be great for me, personally, to 
have around. It would be nice to see him in 
a Luton Town shirt.” 

Still, meanwhile, hopes his close rela¬ 
tionship with the striker will help secure 
his services but insists he is not getting 
carried away by a potential deal. 

“If we get Craig that would be great but 
we’ll wait and see,” Still said, adding: “I’m 
not getting over-excited about it.” 

Mackail-Smith’s parents were at Boreham 
Wood and had a friendly chat with old 
friend Still who gave their son his big break 
while boss of Dagenham in 2004, plucking 
him from non-league Bedfordshire outfit 
Arlesey Town. 

Still said: “It’s a really difficult one in terms 
of when I say ‘we talk’. As you saw with his 
mum and dad, I’ve obviously got a very close 
relationship with him, always have. 

“I’m not saying I speak to him every 
week, but I speak to him regularly. I always 
have done with most of the players I’ve had 
before. I think that always helps me get 
them back, when we try to get them back. 

“Craig is no different. He’s looking at 
what he thinks his next move should be. 
He had a bit of injury when he was at 
Brighton. 

“Dave Richardson [Luton fitness coach] 
has a good relationship with him and has 
seen him over the years. 

“He [Mackail-Smith] thought it [Luton] 
was the right place to come, as long as it 
was okay with us, while he decided what 
the right thing was for him to do. 

“We agreed on a time to have a talk, when 
he gets a bit fitter, to see where he is. We’ll 
start talking now, but we’ll wait and see. 

“This is a two-way street. We wanted to 
help Craig. He didn’t know what he wanted 
to do and we would like to work with him if 
we can make something happen. At the 
moment, we’re all comfortable with it.”

DEFENDER Dan Potts says he 
will do his best to persuade 
Luton Town target Craig 
Mackail-Smith to join him at 
Kenilworth Road. 

Hatters boss John Still 
revealed this week that he will 
begin talks with the 31-year-old 
striker, who has been on trial at 
the club this pre-season since 
his release from Championship 
outfit Brighton and Hove 
Albion. 

Mackail-Smith is a sought 
after striker, with former club 
Peterborough and Notts 
County two of the sides linked 
with him, yet he remains with 
Luton for the time being. 

Southend United boss Phil 
Brown has also publicly 
declared his interest in the 
player, with the Shrimpers 
manager expressing a wish for 
him to appear on trial in their 
friendlies. 

Potts, who signed a two-year 
deal with the Hatters a day after 
his West Ham contract expired, 


admits that there are a number 
of players at his new team that 
are doing their best to convince 
the Scottish international to 
stay where he is. 

“It’s not just me in his ear,” 
said the 21-year-old, adding: “I 
think there are a few. He’s a 
good lad, a top professional and 
he knows what is right for him. 

“If it does happen it will be 
great but we’ll have to wait and 
see. It’s not up to me but I’ll get 
in his ear, don’t worry.” 

Mackail-Smith scored for 
Town in a 1-1 friendly draw at 
Boreham Wood on Tuesday, 
and was the best player on the 
pitch in a 0-0 stalemate at 
Hitchin 48 hours later. It was 
more than enough to show Potts 
the possibilities of a permanent 
switch, if Still can pull it off. 

“I think that will be a really 
good signing, if the feeling is 
mutual and something can get 
sorted,” the defender said, add¬ 
ing: “He’s been with us from the 
start [of pre-season] and he’s a 
top professional.
